But, with an awesome, grass- 
roots organization which over- 
looked no single small detail, 
Kennedy scored a smashing tri- 
umph, upsetting the pollsters, 
prophets and star-gazers.

He never once rose 
above the ground. 


By then it was obvious that Sen. 
Johnson, the able and realistic 
Senate majority leader, was the 
only man who had a chance. It 
was one roughly equivalent to 
that of the snowball in hell, but, 
then, Sen.

Coast Guard Rescue Vessel Drops Buoy to Mark Crash Site 


18 Lost as Giant Blimp 


Collapses, Dives in Sea 


BARNEGAT LIGHT, NJ. 


(UPI)—The world’s largest blimp, 
carrying a U.S. Navy crew of 21, 
collapsed in the sky “like a rag” 
and plunged into the Atlantic off 
New Jersey Wednesday during an 
air-sea search for a missing rac- 
ing yacht that was found later by 
a submarine. Eighteen men were 
feared lost. 


The Navy announced that one 
man was dead, three were in- 
jured and 17 were missing. 


The missing men were feared 
to have been trapped in _ the 
smashed gondola of the blimp 
when its sausage shaped bag, 
longer than a football field, col- 
lapsed. 


One survivor was taken to the 
Ft. Dix Hospital, one was taken 
to the Lakehurst Naval Air Sta- 
tion, home base of the lost blimp, 
and the other was reported en 
route to a hospital. 


The blimp, the ZPG3W, one of 
four “‘Reliance” airships rated as 
the largest in the world had been 
assigned to radar patrol as part 
of the Continental Defense Com- 
mand 


Capt. Charlie Eble, skipper of 
the fishing boat Doris May III, 
saw the huge blimp bag collapse 
in the middle, into the shape of a 
banana, before the airship plum- 
meted into the sea 80 miles south 
of New York and only a few miles 
from the spot where the giant di- 
rigible Akron went down in 1933, 
with a loss of 73 lives. 


“We were blue fishing when 
right on the bow we saw the 
blimp collapse amidships,” Eble 
said. “The gondola fell first. It 
seemed just like a great big rag 
falling.” 

Eble said he rushed his vessel 
to the side of the downed blimp. 
He saw two men in the water

Capt. Marion H. Eppes, com- 
manding officer of the Lakehurst 
Naval Air Station, said the crash 
of the $48,000,000 airship would 
be investigated thoroughly be- 
fore the cause would be revealed. 


“The ship went down from 
some means we don’t know,”’ he 
said. “It was a violent crash. 
There will definitely be an in- 
vestigation. No one will be able 
to tell what happened until after 
the investigation.” 


Frank Mikuletzky, of Barnegat 
Light, the first mate of the fish- 
ing boat, went overboard in a life 
jacket and pulled the men out of 
the wreckage. Three men were 
transferred to a small, fast fish- 
ing boat and rushed to shore. 
One died en route. 


“The sailor we had aboard 
asked me to radio the skipper of 
one of the rescue boats to lift the 
gondola onto the carrier (Essex) 
so they could get the dead men 
out,” Eble said. 


The Essex radioed later that it 
had taken the wreckage in tow 
and had sent skin divers into the 
gondola to look for bodies.

Holland said he believed a “‘very 
liberal’ plank could cause a walk- 
out of Southern delegates. Ervin, 
however, doubted a Dixie bolt.

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What's Next Step 
In Cuban Muddle? 


Cuban dictator Fidel Castro still 
seems determined to ride roughshod 
over U.S. interests and feelings. He pro- 
ceeds with his seizures of American prop- 
erty without payment and with little 
promise of ever making a settlement. 


He is eliminating the true intellectu- 
als of his revolution in a reign of terror 
unequalled by Batista, whom he deposed. 
They are being replaced by leftists and 
Communists of the Guevara stripe. 


What worries the United States most 
is that Cuba’s revolution, hailed by most 
Americans at its outset as a just social 
movement, is turning that state into a 
vassel of international communism. Its 
implications for Latin America are grave 
indeed if Moscow and Peiping have de- 
cided to use Cuba as a model and base 
for economic and political penetration of 
this hemisphere. 

The United States for 18 months has 
followed a policy of restraint when the 
natural inclination was to send in the 
Marines to protect American interests. 
Patience is still the rule, excruciating 
though it may be. There’s too much at 
stake to move in with force to cut Castro 
down to size. He would profit from the 
role of martyr. 

The note submitted by the U.S. State 

Department to the Organization of Amer- 
ican States makes it plain that Cuban- 
American relations have reached an all- 
time low. At the same time, this appeal is 
the proper way to handle the situation 
for now. If Castro persists, economic sanc- 
tions against him will be better under- 
stood. 
‘ The United States cannot afford to 
bush Cuba into the Communist camp. At 
the same time we cannot sit idly while 
Castro uses us as the excuse for following 
that road. Our hope is that Cubans them- 
selves, supported by their Latin American 
neighbors, will bring collective action to 
oust him and end his headlong rush to 
catastrophe.

We’re Near the Bottom 


Thanks to a good job of tax collecting 
and economy in administration of all de- 
partments, Gov. Vandiver was able yes- 
terday to approve the biggest education 
budget in history. It calls for expendi- 
tures of $198,664,986 for the common 
schools, including a $200 salary hike for 
teachers. 

The money is in sight. And it is pleas- 
ing that Georgia is doing so well in im- 
proving school financing. It reflects 
growth of the state’s economy and the 
demand for more education. The budget 
will take more than half of the state’s to- 
tal expenditures. 


State government now is paying more ‘ 


than 70 per cent of the total cost of its 
public schools—one of the highest ratios 
in the land. If local governments were 
contributing even as much as the national 
average, schools would be adequately fi- 
nanced. But in local support we rank near 
the bottom. 

There is no assurance even that teach- 
ers will get the promised $200 raises since 
local boards of education can divert the 
funds to other uses, shifting more of their 
responsibility to the state. The state is do- 
ing more than its share yet the educa- 
tional product is being diluted still by lo- 
cal attitudes and apathy.

Oratory at Odds 
With Veto Vote 


WASHINGTON — The genera! taxpayers 
whose glorious inheritance from the Declara- 
tion of Independence was extolled this week by a 
politicians all over the place heard no mention of how Congress 
again has exchanged for reelection votes a vital part of this inheri- 
tance. Nor did they hear any mention of this in the argument be- 


tween former President Truman and Sen. Kennedy over what Demo- 
crat can and will stand most effectively for “the general interest 


of the country.” 

The reason for the silence is 
that all the Democratic presi- 
dential candidates and many of 


the most responsible members of 
Congress in both parties voted for 
fiscal irresponsibility, special 
group privilege and inequitable 
treatment of government workers 
when they overrode the Presi- 
dent’s veto of the federal em- 
ployes’ pay-increase bill. And this 
overwhelming bi - partisan sur- 
render to the group pressure 
which the President accurately 
described as ‘“‘intensive, uncon- 
cealed, concerted and flagrant” is 
a pretty good forecast of a bi- 
partisan spending binge in the 
August session on “‘liberal’’ Dem- 
ocratic proposals for federal ap- 
propriations for housing, loca] 
education, increased minimum- 
wage-and-coverage and health in- 
surance for elderly citizens. 

The payroll bill was even more 
vulnerable to a veto than the pub- 
lic works pork-barrel legislation 
last session on which the Presi- 
dent also was overriden. The pay- 
roll increases added $750 millions 
to the cost of the federal govern- 
ment. 

It granted a 9 per cent raise to 
some federal employes and under 
8 per cent to others “performing 


exactly the same work.” Its ag- 
gregate raise was 17% per cent to 
20 per cent for federal civilian 
workers in the period when the 
consumers price index showed an 
advance of less than 11 per cent. 

The roll-call disclosed that all 
the Democratic candidates for 
president and many of the most 
responsible legislators on both 
sides granted excessive demands 
of a special-interest group. 

The great overriding majorities 
(74 to 24 in the Senate, 348 to 69 
in the House) were cast amid 
echoes of the oratory of presi- 
dential candidates and other poli- 
ticians calling for high-minded- 
ness, personal sacrifice, great- 
ness, leadership and so on worthy 
of the great issues of the 1960 
presidential campaign. And as yet 
neither of the two Republicans 
who are actively disputing what 
kind of platform the party candi- 
date shall offer to the people has 
taken any public notice of the 
fact that a majority of the Re- 
publicans in Congress disregarded 
the plea of the Republican Presi- 
dent that they make good their 
claims of superiority over the 
Democrats when it comes to fis- 
cal responsibility and the courage 
to stand against special-interest 
group pressures.

LONDON (UPI)—Fiery Aneurin Bevan died peacefully after 
months of painful illness Wednesday, mourned by many who suffered 
most under the sting of his tongue-lashings as the Labor Party’s most 
colorful and controversial figure. He was 62.

Breast Lump 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: How can I 
recognize cancer in the breast 
area? I have been told that if 
a lump about the size of a pea 
occurs, you should consult your 
doctor, as it may be cancerous. 
Is a lump the only way you can 
tell?——G. K. 


For practical purposes, yes. 


' ‘The size of the lump is not impor- 


tant: The presence of any lump 
you.can detect is the clue. If 
there is a lump, don’t waste time 
trying to decide whether it is “‘the 
size of a pea.”” Have your doctor 
examine it. 


The majority of such lumps will 
be harmless, or relatively unim- 
portant. However, there is no 
way in the world by which you 
can tell, yourself, whether they 
are or are not malignant—that is, 
cancerous. 


The fact that more lumps will 
not be cancer is a fact that I 
hope will remove a great deal of 
the terror. And the fact that 
early discovery results in a high 
number of cures should remove 
some more. 


But the fact that some lumps 
are cancer is, I hope, a sufficient- 
ly serious matter so that nobody 
will decide to “wait and see.” 
You can do nothing but lose by 
waiting; you have everything to 
gain by finding out as early as 
possible. 


I have a touch of sugar, and 
have been buying dietetic 
canned desserts. Does this af- 
fect me?—A. H. 


Dietetic canned desserts (usu- 
ally fruits) are prepared in their 
own juice, without adding sugar. 
They can be eaten in the same 
proportion that you would eat 
fresh fruits. Please don’t rely on 
the “‘touch of sugar.”’ 


My doctor said I have a cer- 
vical erosion and that it has to 
be burned. Another is treating 
me for it. Please tell me what 
causes this. Is it serious? Can 
it be cured without being 
burned?—D. L. 


The word “burned” is what 
bothers you, I think. Instead of 
the cervix, let’s say you have an 
ulcer or sore on the finger or 
somewhere. After centuries of 
trial and error, we know that such 
moderate ulcers can be cleared 
up by “cautery” or “‘cauterizing,”’ 
which is another way of saying 
“burning.” 


A long time ago the only known 
“cautery”? was with a hot iron. 
Today we know we can use chemi- 
cals or drugs on the ulcer or sore, 
or we can use an “electric nee- 


die.”’ 


“Erosion” in your case means 
that a sore has formed and

Most leaders of the present ad- 
ministration and of the General 
Assembly know the problem and 
call for a solution.

“I drive them 
crazy at the supermarket,” she 
said with a chuckle, “because 
when I want to make soup I 
get just a handful of this and 
that, each thing costing just a 
few pennies.” Polish staples of 
the Poremski diet are Golomb- 
ki, a kind of cabbage roll: Kiel- 
basa, a Polish sausage; Pierogi, 
a triangular theese dumpling; 
and Kapusta, any form of cab- 
bage or sauerkraut. 


Just as Mark is learning to 
eat the Polish foods, so is he 
learning the Pole’s apprecia- 
tion for music, particularly the 
happy sound of the polka.

Reading aloud is another tenet 
of Polish teaching, and one that 
the Poremskis’ are following. 
“No matter how tired we are, 
we always read to Mark,” his 
father said. Mrs. Poremski re- 
called that she read nursery 
rhymes to Mark long before he 
could talk, and he was delighted 
to find that he remembered the 
stories and could tell them to 
her months later.

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We'd like to add a hearty 
amen to John Keasler’s recent 
column deploring the lack of 
courtesy of youngsters toward 
their elders today. He says his 
children say “Sir” and

We were not only brought up 
saying sir and ma'm, but we 
always tacked a Miss or Mister 
in front of the name of the 
person we were addressing.

Amelia’s 
Plane Part 
Identified 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Flier 
Paul Mantz Wednesday said a 
generator recovered from a plane 
off the island of Saipan is the 
“identical type I installed on 
Amelia Earhart’s plane 23 years 
ago.” 


Mantz, a friend of the famed 
woman pilot who disappeared on a 
world flight in 1937, made the 
identification through serial num- 
bers on a generator recently 
brought up by a team of Columbia 
Broadcasting System  investiga- 
tors. 


Mantz said the identification 
tended to confirm reports that 
Miss Earhart and her navigator, 
Fred Noonan, were forced down 
on Saipan. 


Air Force Capt. Paul Briand Jr. 
said Tuesday a fellow officer had 
obtained photographic proof the 
fliers were executed by the Jap- 
anese to hide fortification of the 
island for war against the United 
States. 


Mantz said there was a slight 
chance that the generator could 
have come from another plane. 


“T won’t know for sure until I 
check further,” he said.
